THEGENERALELECTION RESULT. 


While the result of Tuesday's elections 
has confirmed the worst forebodings of 
the most despondent republicans, and 
more than realized the anticipations of 
the most sanguine democrats, it is some- 
thing considerably more than the triumph 
of onc political party or the defeat of 
anather. It is much less ofa party vic- 
tory than of a popular revolution. While 
in Sta ' es like New York and New Jersey 
the signs have not b en wanting for some- 
time past of a preat diminution of cons 
fidence in the administration of General 
Grant and the claims of the republican 
party toa louger continua ce in power 
what shall be said ofthe change which 
has takeu place in radical Massachusetts 
and slow-moving Pennsylvania?

THE Ris gr PU PURITANIBM. 


The Puritanism for w for which men began | — 
now to suffer and die throughout all Eng- 
land had sprang up vaturally from the 
cotruptions of the Church of Etizabcth. 
Yet it may be traced to tho 'agt of Con- 
stantine. To restore the ‘purity, simplic- 
Ity, aud fervor of tho early Church, its 
kfmpte rites and fratethal unity, had been 
the aim of tho Cathari and the’ Vauddis, 
the Albigenses and'tlie ` Wycliffiter; the 
Hussites, and at Inst of Calvin and Luth- 
er. It is ensily discovered by the least cul- 
tivated reformer that the ellurches foun- 
ded by Paal and John bere bo resem 
blanéo’to the splendid spectablé prese ted 
by the papal or the English liturgy 7 that 
haughty bishops and martial popes ‘could 
be in no sense successors of the Apostles; 
that the plaluness, purity, and’ humllity 
recommended by Paul had no ‘piace’ in 
any of the visable eliurehes. In England 
it ia probable that the: Wycliffite reformu! 
had never lost their influence upon ‘the 
people and that’ ‘Henry ” VIII was the 
leader of n large party who had long been 
waiting.for the advent of a Luther und a 
alvin. But Henry had stopped upon 
the brink of progress: the poop passed 
onward, and in Edwin VI's time had torn 


down tho images from the churclies, and 


trampled relies und eroziem in the .- dust. 


‘When Cranmer published. his prayor- book 


the Puritan party already existed in the 
Church pledged to a bitter hatred for 
formo lism and ritunlism of every degree. 
Vet the comparative mildness of Cran- 
mer and Ridley hud. seduced even Hooper 
to asiame' the episcopal robes; 
Mary the chieſt of the English | reforma-~ 
tion perished: in tho flames, and with 
Elizabeth the ritualists once more sprang 
into power. Pomp and outward show 
entered into the churches. The Host 
was worshipped at splendid altars, tapeni 
glowed in the queen's private chapel, and 
the spirit of persecution was again the 
offspring of a hollow formalism. That 
barbaric crucly which it had been the 
single aim of Christianity to extirpate 
from among its followers became the raul; 
ing principle of the English Church, 4 
No dissent was to be tolerated, no neglect 
of its ritual allowed, no difference in its 
outward form. There was to be but one 
Chureli in the nation, and Aistoya lty to 
its doctrines and rites was Both’ heresy 
and treason. To this theory The Puritans 
‘at Arst gave n perkedt “adhesion ;~ they 
never desired to separatd’ from ‘the ba! 
tional Church, nor to vba tebanco a fey 
volt against the laws of Elizabeth ; they 
hoped to reform it from within, and they 
wef prepared to persecute’ those who 
refused ts submit to the royal ordinances 
with almost as much rigor as Whitgift ot 
Bancroft. They could statcely see how 
A church could exist separate from the 
state, ora humble congregation consti- 
tute an independent ecclesinstical com- 
munity. But the idea came upon them 
suddenly. A portion of the Puritans, 
shocked by the vices of their visible 
Chureh, took refuge fa congregational 
ism. They saw that Paul had never 
founded a national church, nor had thé 
early Christians any other form of church 
government than that of separate con- 
gregations. hoy began to separerte 
theinsel¥es from the Euglisbh Charch,— 
They founded congregations in South- 
wark or in Scrooby.

\comtroyersy between the Btate of Mary- 
lapā agd the Baltimore pnd! Ohio Raik 
wund Company, atd-caffiéd up to the 
Bupreme Court of the United States, 
that court yesterday rendered a decision 
--that is, in the casa known as the “gold 
cae”—affirming the judgment of the 
Court of Appeals of Maryland in favor of 
the railroad company, The suit in this 
case was originally brought to recover the 
difference between the value of the cur- 
tency paid by the company to the State 
on account of the dividend due to the 
State under i's original subscription to 
the stock of the ro d under the act of 
1836, chapter $95, and the gold which 
the State claimed it ought to have re- 
ceived in payment of euch dividend. In 
this case the judgment was in fay r of 
the State in the Superior Court of this 
city, but it was reversed by our Court of 
Appeals, whose judgment has been now 
affirmed. Had this final decision been 
in favor of the State it would have 
amounted toa judgment of more than 
$400,000 against the company. At the 
time of the institution of the suit the 
company was claiming of the State the 
amount of $289,529 65 for advances in 
paying the large premiums on gold or 
exchange to meet the interest on the 
State s bonds in London during the. year 
1863 and 1864, and the half year to July, 
1865, and to tbis amount is now to be 
added the accrued. interest. The semi- 
annual sum due by the railroad cempany 
to the State is $90,000, under act of June 
4, 1886, making the subecription of $3,- 
000,009 to the stock of the company on 
which the State was tohave a perpetual 
dividend of aix per cent, per annum out 
of the profits of the work as declared 
from time to time, and no more. 

There remainsin the Supreme Court 
awaiting decision another case known as 
the capitation tax case, being a claim by 


the company withheld for some time as 
an offset to its claim, and which it finally 
discontinued collectiog after the Supreme 
Court's decision in the Nevada case, on 
the ground that its exaction was uncon- 
stitutiona! as a tax on intercourse between 
the States. This last case was argued up- 
on a motion made by the State todismiss 
the writ of error of the company more 
than a year ego, and it is supposed that 
the opinion of the court will be filed also 
on this remaining case during its present 
term.

COLORADO ANTIQUITIES. 


A correspondent of the New York Tri- 
bune writes as follows from Denver, Col- 
orado : 

We had heard, before leaving Denver, 
strange stories told by prospectors who 
claimed to have seen in the southwestern 
corner of Colorado wonderful ruins of 
great extent and surprising architecture, 
entirely different from anything before 
observed in the conntry It was possi- 
ble to ascertain anything definite with 
respect to the exact churac.er or Wh re- 
ab..uts of these reported ancient dwell- 
ings; but as other duties also led the 
photographic party of the survey into 
that portion of country the careful inves- 
tigation of whatever tacts gave founda- 
tion to the rumors was especially enjoined 
upon them. The instructions were com- 
plied with during the first half of Sep- 
tember; in what manner and with what 
result I propose this letter shall tell. 

But a little preliminary geography is 
necessary. Just along the southwestern 
border of Colorado the mountains sink 
almost abruptly into plains, which stretch 
away to the Gila and Colorado rivers 
Rising in Northern New Mexico, at the 
end of the main rango of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, which here stops short, and flow- 
ing south and west into Arizona, thence 
north into Utah twenty-five or thirty 
miles west of the Colorado line, then 
gradually westward into the Colorado 
river, is the Rio San Juan, the largest 
river of this district. It receives but one 
tributary of consequence from the south, 
but from the north many streams drain- 
ing the southern slopes of the mountains, 
the principal of which are the Rio Pie- 
tra, Rio Las Animas. and its branch the 
Florida, Rio La Plata, Rio Mancos, and 
Montezuma creek, naming them from 
cast to west. 


Leaving the main camp stationed in 
Baker’s Park at the head of the Las Ani- 
mas. Mr. Jackson and myse'f with two 
muleteers, Steve and Bob, took the small- 
eat possible outfit, except of cartrilges, 
and started for a rapid reconnoissance of 
the valleys of these rivers in which we 
hoped to find what we sought. 

Our first and second days’ marches 
carried us across high, rugged, volcanic 
mountains, wild and picturesque and 
full of grizzlica, and down into Animas 
Park, which is a succession of grassy 
valleys, diversified by frequent groves, 
and seemingly always warm and lovely. 
A few adventurous ranchmen have loca- 
ted here, and raise splendid crups. From 
here across to the La Plata is a day's 
pleasant ride. At the La Plata we found 
a jolly cump of old Californias preparing 
to work the gold placers. Their ‘eador 
was Captain John Moss, n New England- 
er by birth, who, possessed with a roving 
spirit, went West when a mere boy 
and has ever since remained there, ifany- 
where. But to his immense experience 


of life and adventure he has added much 
knowledge of scienco and literature, la as 
familiar with the streets and drawing- 
rooms of New York London, Paris, Rio 
Junoiro, and Ban Francisco, as with Ute 
and Navajo teepees or their labyrinth of 
trails across the distracted jumble of 
mountains. He fully understood the 
languages and customs of all the south- 
ern tribes west of the mountains, and we 
wore very glad to accept of bis proffered 
guidance and entertaining company, and 
to learn that our search would not be a 
fruitless one.

without. Then tha perpendicular walls 
that hemmed in the valley began to eon“ 
tract, and for the next ten miles the trail 
led over rocks which were anything but 
casy to traverse. That night we camped 
under some forlorn cedars, just beneath 
a bluff a thousand or so feet high, which 
for the upper balf was; absolutely verti- 
cal, This was the edg@ of the table- land, 
or mesa which stretches over hundreds of 
square miles hereabouta, and is cleft by 
these great cracks or canons through 
which tho drainage of the country finds 
its way into the great Colorrdo. 

In wandering about after supper we 
saw something like a house away up on 
the face of this bluff, and two of us, run- 
ning the risk of being overtaken by durk- 
ness, clambered over the talus of loose 
debris, across a great stratum of pure 
coal, by dint of much pushing and haul- 
ing up to the ledge upon which it stood, 
we came down abundantly satisfied, and 
next morning carried up our photographic 
kit and got some superb negatives. There, 
700 mensured fect above the valley, 


perched oa a little ledge only just large 
enough to hold it, was a two-story house 
made ot finely-cut sandstone, each block 
about fourteen by six inches, accurately 
fitted and set in mortar now harder than 
the stone itself. The floor was the ledge 
upon which it rested and the roof the 
overhanging rock. There were three 
rooms upon the ground floor. each one 
six by nine fect, with partition walls of 
faced stone. Between the stories was 
originally a wood floor, traces ot which 
still remained, as did also the cedar aticks 
set in the wall over the windows and 
door; but this was over the front room 
only, the height afthe rocky roof behind 
not being sufficient tô allow an attic there. 
Each of the storics was six feet in height; 
and all the rooms, up stairs and down, 
were nicely plastered and painted what 
now looks a dull brick red color, with a 
white band along the floor like a base- 
board. There was a low doorway {rom 
the ledge into the lower s'ory, and an- 
other above, showing that the upper 
chamber was entered from without, The 
windows wore large, aquaro aporiures, 
with no indication of any glazing or 
shutters. Trey commanded a view of 
the whole valley for many miles. 

Neat the house several convenient lit- 
tle niches in the rock were built into bet- 
ter shape, as though they had been used 
as cupboards or caches; and behind it a 
semi-circular wall inclosing the angle 
of the house and cliff formed a water res- 
ervoir holding two and a half hogsheads. 
The water was taken out of this from a 
window of the upper room, and the outer 
wall was carried up high, so as to protect 
one engaged from missiles from below. 
In front of the house, which was the left 
side to one facing the bluff, an esplanade 
had been built to wideu the narrow led 
and probably furnish a commodidus 
p'ace fora kitchen. The abutments which 
supported it were founded upon a steeply 
inclined smooth face of rock ; yet so con~ 
summate was their masonry that these 
abutments still stand, although it would 
secem that a pound’s weight might slide 
them off, 

INNUMERABLE GROUPS OF DESTROYED 
EDIFICES. 

Searching further in this vicinity we 
found remains of many houses on the 
same ledge, and some perfect ones above 
it quite inaccessible. Tho rocks also 
bore some inscriptions—unintelligible 
hicroglyphics for the most part--remind- 
ingone of those given by Lieutenant 
Whipple in the third volume of the Pa- 
cific Railroad Reports. All these facts 
were carefully photographed and record 
ed. 

Leaving here wo soon came upon traces 
of houses in the bottom of the valley in 
the greatest profusion, nearly all of which 
were entirely destroyed, and broken pot- 
tery everywhere abounded, The majority 
of the bulildings were square, but many 
round, and one sort of ruin always showed 
two square buildings with very deep cel- 
lars under them and a round tower be- 
tween them, seemingly for watch and de- 
fense. In several enses a large part of 
this tower was still standing. These lat- 
ter ones, judging from the Analogy of the 
underground workshòps of the present 
Moquis, woro mantfnctorica of utensils 
and implements, Another iso- 
lated ruin that attracted our attention 
particularly consisted of two perfectly 
circular walla of cut stone, ono within the 
other. The diameter of the inner circle 
was 22 fect and of tho outer 33fect. The 
walls were thick and were perforated ap- 
parently by three equi-distant doorways. 
Was this a temple ? 

We continued to meet with these groups 
of destroyed edifices all day, but nothing 
of especial interest except two or three 
round towers, and no perfect cliff honses, 
until next norning, when a little cave 
bigh up was found, which had been util- 
ized as a homestead by being built full 
of low houses communicating with one 
anothor, some of which were intact, and 
liad been appropriated by wild animals. 
About these dwellings were more hero- 
glyphics scfatched on the wall, and plen- 
ty of pottery, but no implements, Fur- 
ther on were, similar but rathor ruder 
structures on a rocky bluf, but so strong- 
ly wero they put togather*that the tooth 
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of time bad found them hard gnawing ; 
and in one instance, while that portion of 
the cliff upon which a certain house 
rested bad cracked off and fallen away 
some distance without rolling, the house 
itself had remained solid and upright, 
Traces of the-trails to many ofthese dwel- 
lings, and the steps cut in the rock, were 
still visible, and were useful indications 
of the proximity of _ buildings otherwiee 
unnoticed, 


ASTREET A THOUSAND FEET DEEP. 


We were now getting fuirly away from 
the mountains and approaching the great 
sandy, alkaline plains of the San Juan 
river. Our valley of the Mancos 
gradually widening, but still on ei 
hand rose the perpendicular sides of the 
mesa, composed of horizontal strataof red 
and white sandstone -chiselled by the 
weather into rugged ledges and prom- 
inences, indented by great bays or side 
canons, and banked up at the foot by tal- 
uses of the grey marl which lay beneath 
it. Imagine East river 1,000 or 1,200 feet 
deep, and drained dry, the piers aad slips 
on both sides made of rec stone, and ex- 
tending down to that depth, and yourself 
at the bottom gazing up for human habi- 
tations far above you. In shch a picture 
you would have a tolerable idea of this 
Canon of the Rio Mancos. 


THE VALLEY OF DEATH. 


Timo was short, and we must gallop on 
to where tradition tells us the great bat- 
tle was fought, che last stand mado against 
the invaders, into whose rude grasp they 
must surrender their homes, Towards 
night we reached it. The bluffa at our 
right had sunk int» low banks of solid 
red sandstone, white at the base; on the 
left frowned tall rock-butts ; and the bar- 
ren hills sloped away to the south behind 
them. Ahead tho valley closed into a 
cannon, and where we stand and off to the 
right the surface isa succession of low 
dowes of bare sandstone, worn into gul- 
lies and chiselled into pit holes by ancient 
rivers and modern rains, devoid of soil, 
supporting only a few stunted cedars 
rooted in the crannies, bleached and 
ghastly, and garish under the September 
aun. Brilliant cliffs, wierdly carved by 
Titans, ranged themselves behind; and 
right in the foreground, thrust up through 
the very centre of one of these sandstone 
domes, stood a ragged christone—a vol- 
canic dike —thin, shattered, and comb 
like. It was a scene of despair and des- 
olation, enhanced rather than softened 
and humanized by two great stone towers 
that stood near by, and the fragments of 
heavy walls that once defended every ap~ 
proach to the habitations about the chris 
tone. Climbing carefully to the tup of 
the dike, mapped out the plan of ancient 
fortifications, listening to the fearful con- 
cussion of a etone hurled from the top, 
feeling how absolutely safe a garrison 
would be there so long as they could hold 
out against hunger and thirst, it required 
but little faith to believe tho tradition of 
this valley of death, whose broad slopes 
of white sandstone were once crimsoned 
and recrimsoned with huinan blood.

GOOD RECEIPTS FOR CURING MSAT. 


The following recipo is from the editor 
of the Germantown Telegraph, who re- 
commends it after many years trial. It 
will be useful to our readers at this sea- 
son of the year: 

To one gallon of water, take 1} Ibe, of 
nalt, è Ibs. sugar, J oz. saltpetre, ) or. 
potash. In this rate the pickle can be 
increased to any quantity desired. Let 
these be boiled together until the dirt 
from the sugar rises to the” top and is 
skimmed off. Then throw it intoa tub 
to cool, and when cold, pour it over your 
beef or pork, to remain the usual time 
say four or five weeks. The meat must 
be well covered with pickle, and should 
not be put down for at least two days af. 
ter killing, during which time it should 
be slightly sprinkled with powered salt- 
petre, which removes all tho surface blood 
etc., leaving the meat fresh and clean, 
Some emit boiling the pickle, and find it 
to answer well, though the operation of 
boiling purifies the pickle by throwing 
off the dirt always to be found in salt and 


sugar.
